10 SECTION 1. BE IT ENACTED BY THE GENERAL ASSEMBLY OF
11 MARYLAND, That the Laws of Maryland read asfollows:

27 September 30, 2001, is subject to the license restrictions in effect on that date aslong as
28 theprovisonal license remainsin effect and is not affected by the changesin

29 restrictions applicable to provisonal licenses enacted under Section 1 of this Act.
